Egypt wants move on Golan 
shortly after Sinai settlement

Egypt has demanded that an in- 
terlm settlement in Sinai be almost 
immediately followed by a similar 
move on the Golan Heights, with 
the next step after that being the 
reconvening the Geneva Middle East 
conference, Egyptian presidential 
spokesman Tahsin Bashir said yes- 
terday. 

Bashir, whose statement was 
broadcast by Cairo radio, did not 
make clear whether the Egyptian 
demand was being posed as one of 
the interim settlement terms now 
under discussion. 

Egyptian Forelgn Minister Ismail 
Fahmy had earlier said that Egypt 
wished to reconvene the Geneva 
conference in November, at the end 
of which the mandate of the UN 
forces in the Golan expires, Bashir's 
remark yesterday thus indicated 
that Egypt expects an interim set- 
tlement on the Syrian front to be 
worked out in the course of the 
next two months. 

Belrut’s “An-Nahar” newspaper 


yesterday quoted Egyptian sources 
as saying that Cairo will regard 
an interim agreement in Sinai void 
if it is not followed up by 8 similar 
accord on the Golan, or if Israel 
attacked Syria. 

The paper said that this Egyp- 
tian position was presented by 
Egyptian President Sadat to both 
Secretary of State Kissinger and 
Syrian President Hafez Assad, pre- 
sumably on the eve of the Syrian 
leader's talks with Kissinger lest 
Saturday. 

The Egyptian spokesman yester- 
day said that his government re. 
mained hopeful of concluding an 
interim settlement with Israel by 
the weekend, but he cautioned that 
current negotiations were now in a 
critical stage as they involved 
“complex issues." 

The spokesman said that a va- 
riety of proposals were now being 
examined with the aim of settling 
differences between Jerusalem and 
Cairo, especially with rezard to the, 
deruarcation of te ne.” tine uf se

TWO DEMONSTRATORS HELD 


yesterday afternoon as they tried to 
infiltrate the heavily-guarded King 
David Hotel in Jerusalem, where 
the US. Secretary of State is 
staying. The couple was released 
on ball in the evening.

trate told the police, “This is 
not a totalitarian state in which 
citizens can be arrested on the 
basis of ‘information’ alone.” The 
police would not disclose the source 
of its “information.” 

Highteen demonstrators were still 
being held in Tel Aviv last night, 
but they were to be brought before 
a magistrate this morning. They 


were arrested after a Tel Aviv de- 
monstration late Saturday night dur- 
ing the demonstrations outside the 
Prime Minister's Tel Aviv home and 
near the Country Club late Saturday 
night, (Four other persons who had 
been arrested on Friday were re- 
leased on 111,000 bail each yesterday 
morning. In Haifa, two «additional 
demonstrators were released after 
promising not to disturb the peace in 
future protests.) 

In Jerusalem yesterday police re- 
moved a large umber of black 
flags which had been hung from 
trees and buildings in several streets 
by Herut-affiliated youngsters. There 
‘were no arrests. 

Protesters in Haifa held a mock 
funeral procession in the main 
streeta of Hadar Hacarmel yesterday 
afternoon. Driving slowly, their 
headlights on, the demonstrators dis- 
played signs which read “Munich,” 


“Kissinger Go Home” and “Rabin 
Resign.” Apart from slowing down 
traffic (which is normally slow dur- 
ing the evening rush hour in any 
case), the motorcade caused no trou- 
ble. 


At 7.30 some 200 Haifa residents 
gathered in the Beit Hakranot 
square in Herzl Street for an or. 
derly rally. A huge banner saying 
(in English) “A False Messiah Can 
Only Bring A False Peace" deco- 
rated the square. 


Gush Emunim organized a mass 
protest demonstration in Bnei Brak 
last night as well. It was addressed 
by Zevulun Hammer, MK (of the 
Young Guard of the National Reli- 
gious Party), who said the “bru- 
tality” of the police in breaking 
up anti-withdrawal demonstrations 
only proved that the Government

Hundreds 


1,000 refugees fleeing the civil war 
in Portuguese Timbr — where hun- 
dreds of women and children are re- 
ported to have been slaughtered — 
yesterday sailed for safety to this 
northern Australian city, 

The chartered Norwegien freigh- 
ter Lloyd Bakke was due to dock 
here, some 640 kms. south of Timo- 
rese capital of Dili, about dawn ἴο- 
day. 

The captain of the 9,000-ton ship 
had radioed earlier that he bad res- 
cued 1,115 evacuees, mostly Portu- 
guese nationals, without difficulty. 

But an official statement in Lisbon 
said one of the island's battling libe- 
ration movements had pounded Dili 
harbour with mortar shells during 
the evacuation. The statement said 
hundreds of Timorese women and 
children had been murdered in the 
elvil war between the left wing Fre- 
tilin movement and the Timorese 
Democratic Union (UDT). 7

Foreign Minister Yigal Allon said 
last night that agreement has been 
reached between Israel and Egypt 
on manning of two early warning 
stations in Sinai. 

Emerging from 2 four-hour meet- 
ing between the Israeli negotiating 
team and Dr. Kissinger at the Prime 
Minister’s office in Jerusalem, Allon 
said, the existing Umm 
Khasheba sta;on would be manned 
by Israelis in addition to a token 
American presence. A second sta- 
tion in the buffer zone would be 
manned by Egyptians with a parallel 
American token presence. 

Still to be solved is the question 
of six smaller stations to be manned 
by Americans. 

The Foreign Minister stated that 
the Americans and Israelis had hit 
no serious difficulties even though 
some very serlous issues had been 
discussed. The Secretary will leave 
for Egypt this morning to clarify 
Israel's positions and return here 
this evening or tomorrow morning. 
Assistant Secretary Alfred Atherton 
will stay behind to continue “tech- 
nical talks with Israeli officials,” 

Dr. Kissinger told reporters that 
“we are continuing to make pro- 
gress" in the negotiations, and that 
the gap between the two sides has 
narrowed “since we arrived in the 
area and in the last 24 hours." But 
he still would not predict when an 
interim Sinai accord would be 
reached. “I was hopeful and I con- 
tinue to be hopeful,” added Dr. Kis- 
singer. 

Asked to comment on the chances 
of Congressional approval of send- 
ing American techniclans to man 
early warning stations in Sinai, Dr. 
Kissinger said he thought it would 
pass through Congress.

Accord ‘close,’ 
Dr. K says 


Secretary of State Kissinger 
sald yesterday that  Israeli- 
Egyptian agreement on most 
major items for an _ interim 
peace pact was “quite close.” 

Kissinger, in δ᾽ television 
(ABC-Ted Koppel) interview, 
cautloned, however, that there 
could be difficulties when the 
two sides get down to writing 
out the agreement he foresees 
as the cornerstone of Middle 
East peace. 

“On the subject of many ma- 
jor items — of most major 
items, agreement is quite close. 
We have not begun the actual 
drafting, to put down the recip- 
rocal commitments of the par- 
tles. You can run into difficul~ 
ties, and until] we have done 
that, I do not want to make a 
final judgment,” Kissinger said. 

Asked how it was possible 
that success could slip through 
the fingers of the negotiators in 
the process of writing out the 
agreement, Kissinger said, “This 
is the Middle East and I would 
hope not, but 1 cannot make a 
prediction ..." 

“My sense is basically opti- 
mistic and on the substance of 
the issues good progress has 
been made,” he said. Kissinger 
said the negotiators would do 
thelr best to get the agreement 
signed by September 2, when 
he is to address the UN Gen- 
eral Assembly in New York. 


the agreement remain in force “until 
superseded by another,” and that 
the UNEF mandate he renewed at 
least thrice annually.

Terael’s demand in the “dipioma- 
tic warfare”. clause is that Egypt 
Pledge — even indirectly through - 
the U.S. — itself not to initiate 
action designed to isolate Israel 
diplomatically. Egypt must refrain 
from encouraging other states to 
cut their tles with Israel, and must 
abstain from Arab-initiated moves 
to have Israel ousted from interna~ 
tiona] organizations. 

All these commitments are to be 
conveyed to Israel by the U.S. Gov- 
ernment in the “secret” U.S.-Israel 
agreement. 

The question of the American pre- 
sence still revolves around Israel’s 
demand for an effective presence 
and Egypt's insistence on a small 
and passive representation. 

Some observers felt that a pos- | 
sible compromise might involve 4 \ 
lesser number of U.S. manned 
stations than Israel is demanding: 
perhaps four instead of six. 

There is also still a dispute on 
certain points on the Israeli line of 
withdrawal which involves 3-400 
yards of strategic ground in the 
Mitla area. 

The negotiations will now switch | 
from large-scale to more detailed 
ones when the final line-drawing 
is began. 

The Cabinet yesterday declined to 
take up a draft resolution, proposed 
by Religions Minister Raphael, which 
declared that Israel would make no 
More concessions or another propos- 
ing that the team “bring the nego- 
tiations to a positive conclusion.” 

A further Cabinet meeting has 
been tentatively set for Wednes- 
day, by which time, according to 
some sources, Dr. Kissinger will 
have made two more shuttle rounds. 
An Israeli spokesman said yester- 
day that at least two more rounds 
would still be required. 

The Secretary of State hopes to 
leave the area with the agreement 
settled in principle. and with mili-

Moratorium for 
uncovered cheques 


AS THE STRIKE at the Dis. 
count Bank finished its eighth 
day yesterday, the Cabinet 
authorized the Finance Minister 
to enact emergency legislation ef- 
fectively cancelling the criminal 
Hability of persons who pass bad 
cheques. 

Under the existing law, any 
person who writes a cheque know- 
ing that — on the day the che 
que is drawn — it has no cover, 
is guilty of a criminal offence. 
Under the amendment, the opera- 
tive day will be “the 10th day 
after the strike ends’ instead of 
“the day the cheque is drawn." 
‘This means a period of 10 days’ 
grace in which to deposit enough 
money to cover all the cheques 
one has written during the strike. 


‘ In addition, any person accused 
of breaking the law, because 


a cheque he wrote during the 
strike is atill not covered 10 
days after the strike ends, will 
be considered to have a valid 
defence ἔξ he can prove that his 
cheque bounced because cheques 
given him for deposit in his ac- 
count during the strike also 
bounced. 

The Cabinet decided these 
amendments were necessary “in

KISSINGER decides to 
step out of the whirlwind and seek 
a quiet retreat to write his 
memoirs, he might consider a loca~

Salem. 
The place is Mishkenot Sha'‘ana- 
nim, a guest house for “the 


creative" which this month Is cele- 
brating its second auniversary. It 
hag thus far been ‘host to 100 for- 
eign writers, artists, musicians and 
sundry intellectuals including his- 
torlans — the profession practized 
by Dr. before he went 
into the air shuttle business. 

The guests, among them cele- 
brated personalities such as Artur 
Rubinstein, Isaiah Eerlin and Si- 
mone de Beauvoir, have spent from 
two days to three months st Mish- 
kenot. Although they are under no 
obligation to “create’ and can 
look atthe view for three months if 
they wish, the guests have been 
remarkably productive during thelr 


stay. 

Virgil Thompson composed a 
quintet for brass which ‘he dedicated 
to Mishkenot when it was per- 
formed at the Carnegie Recital Hall 
in New York. John Hersey pro- 
duced a lengthy article for the 
“New Yorker" ‘based on interviews 
with children of Warsaw Ghetto 
survivors whom he had interviewed 
for his novel, The Wall. Sculptor 
Alexander Calder completed work- 
ing drawings for a sculpture which 
is to be created for Jerusalem's 
Holland Square. Poet Stephen Spen- 
der wrote about his impressions of 
Jerusalem for the “New York Re- 
view.” τ 


‘The guests have also met ex- 
tensively in Jerusalem with col- 
leagues and students in their own 
fields thus accomplishing one of the 
main goals of Mishkenot — en- 
riching the cultural life of a city 
which, until the Six Day War, was 
considered a cultural backwater. 


Except for the months immedl- 
ately following the Yom Kippur 
War, the occupancy rate for the 
mine apartments in the building 
has been 90 per cent. (The apart- 
ments contain living room, kitchen 
and elther one or two bedrooms.) 
The guests, many of them accom- 
Panied by thelr familles, pay no 
rent. 


A staff of five women cleans the 
rooms and makes the beds each 
day, but everything beyond that, 
including food, is paid for by the 
guests. Most do thelr shopping at 
the supermarket in Rehov Agron, 
or in the small grocery in neigh- 
bouring Yemin Moshe. If they wish 
to eat at the Mishkenot Restaurant, 
a separate commercial enterprise, 
they pay at reduced rates (IL35 
for ἃ three-course meal). Most of 
the guests do thelr own cooking. 


The operating expenses of 
$10,000 a month are met by for- 
elem donations to the Jerusalem 
Foundation. 


Mishkenot is the creation of two 
men — Sir Moses Montefiore who 
built it 115 years ago as the first 
dwelling in Jerusalem outside the 
walls of the Old City, and Mayor 
Teddy Kollek, whose idea it was to 
convert it into a guest house. Mon- 
teflore’s object was to provide de- 
cent accommodation for poor fa- 
milles from the crowded Jewish 
Quarter inside the Old City Walls. 
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When Kollek became 
& century later, the building 
was a border slum and he sought 
a way to Inject new Life into the 
old structure. American builder 
William Levitt provided $2m. for 
the building restoration and in 
August, 1973, Mishkenot Sha’ana- 
nim (Tranquil Dwellings) began a 
new life. 

Gueats sré invited by a nine-man 
selection committee which includes 
Mayor Kollek, on the basis of re 
commendations from universities 
and other institutions in Israel and 
Friends of Mishkenot abroad, such 
as Saul Bellow and Isaac Stern. 

Ruth Cheshin of the Jerusalem 
Foundation notes that recommenda~- 
tions now come from all over the 
world indicating Mishkenot's spread- 
ing reputation. “Every person who 
stays here becomes & messenger of 
Jerusalem,” she says. This includes 
some guests who kad previously 
been lukewarm in their sympathies. 
The only Israelis eligible for Mish- 
kenot are Israel Prize winners 
whose homes are not in Jerusalem. 
Thus far two have stayed there. 

‘The new director of Mishkenot is 
Peter Halban, a 29-year-old recent 
immigrant from England. He assists 
guests in making contact with peo- 
ple in their field and has arranged 
for a monthly tea party at which 
they can meet each other and a few 
outsiders who are invited. 


As for the chances of Dr. Kissin- 
ger being invited, Halban says it 
could only happen “after he's stop- 
ped being Secretary of State of the 
world.” (Mayor Kollek last night 
revealed that he had once written 
Nancy Kissinger suggesting that 
her husband write his next book at 
Mishkenot).

HAIFA, — Archimandrite Maximos 
Salloum was yesterday appointed by 
the synod of the Greek Catholic 
Church in the Middle East as bishop 
of the comniunity in Haifa and Ga- 
lilee.

The announcement was the cul- 
mination of four months of a gra- 
dual takeover by the Communists 
of the coalition government. 

The announcement had been ex- 
pected since Friday, when Laotian 
authorities stopped permitting all 
but invited guests to enter the 
country for a mass celebration and 
shut off telephone calls.

Chinese aid to Cambodia comes 
at the price of Sihanouk’s return 


By JOHN RODERICK 

TOKYO (AP). — 
A LITTLE LATE, and as the 
price of Chinese aid, Cambodia's 
effervescent and unpredictable 
Chief of State, Norodom 
Sifianouk, may soon be returning 
to his war-torn country. 

This seems to be the meaning 
behind the four-day visit to Pek- 
ing of the revolutionary Khmer 
Rouge leaders, Khieu Samphan 
and Ieng fary, Sihanouk's 
former enemies who overthrew 
the Lon Nol government four 
months agc. The Chinese gave 
them the full red carpet treat- 
ment and a final gift — un- 
specified free economic 
assistance — before Samphan 
headed off to Pyongyang to meet 
Sihanouk and North Korean 
President Kim Il-sung. 

If Sihanouk goes back to 
Phnom Penh, possibly next 
month, with him will be ailing 
premier Penn Nouth. But power, 
it is said here, will continue to 
rest in the tough, guerrilla- 
hardened hands of Samphan and 
Sary. Peking hopes that the kind 
words it has so Javishly expend- 
ed, the aid, and the pro-Chinese 
Sihanouk and Nouth will serve 
as counterweights to the in- 
fluence of North Vietnam. 

It can only be speculated, but 
it seems reasonable to suppose, 


that the Khmer Rouge 
leadership, long on battle but 
short on administration, have 
run into economic difficulties 
requiring infusions of money and 
material Hanoi could not, in the 
aftermath of its own prolonged 
war, supply. 

If that is so, Sihanouk, speak- 
ing for the Chinese and himself, 
can be expected to strike some 
hard bargains with Sampban, 
the man he sentenced fo death in 
1967 for an mcy the volu- 
ble prince did not then ap- 
preciate. In exile in the Chinese 
capital since his overthrow in 
1970, Sihanouk said, on the eve of 
Phnom Penh's fall, he expected 
to be home within a month. The 
summons to return did not, 
however, come, and in May he 
went to North Korea returning to 
Peking on Saturday. ν 

Four months ago, he had no il- 
lusions about the Khmer Rouge. 
He told an interviewer that after 
the victory, ‘I'd be Chief of State 
and under me there would be an 
entirely Khmer Rouge Govern- 
ment and Administration. One of 
two things results, either I'd be a 
puppet of the Khmer Rouge or 
independent. If I'm independent, 
I run the risk one lovely day of 
having probiems."' The one-time 
king, he talked hazily of semi- 
retirement, at 52, at Ankor Wat, 


among the brooding ruins of the- 
Khmer past. 

But all that could change. Still 
young and vigorous, a demi-god 
to his people, he has the political 
expertise, the diplomatic ability 
and the admninistrative flair the 
Khmer Rouge seem to lack. If 
the two can work together, 
Sihanouk could help restore 
stability to his small country, 
whose agony does not appear to 
have ended with the advent of 


peace. . 
Still cut off from the outside 
world, the new Cambodia has 
been pictured by refugees as 
gripped by terror, prone to ex- 
ecutions, and severely shaken by 
the sudden, mass eviction of 
whole populations from the 
cities to the countryside. This 
last development came as no 
surprise to Sihanouk. In April he 
said, in another interview, there 
were plans to reduce Phnom 
Penh's population of a million to 
500,000 or 600,000 people. 
Whatever happens, it is ap- 
parent that Peking is impatient 
to call in the heavy investment it 
has made since 1970 in Cam- 
bodia’s revolutionary future. 
One of its primary worries is 
that the Soviet Union, its bitter

ADDIS ABABA (UPI). — Several 
hundred students have been arrest- 
ed and sent to an unspecified place 
for re-training, Ethiopia's provisional 
military government has an- 
nounced.

Official 
sources in Lusaka said Zambian 
President Kenneth Kaunda will also 
attend. 

The official South African an- 
nouncement said Vorster would meet 
Kaunda for “a frank and fruitful 
discussion on the affairs of south- 
ern Africa.” 

The confrontation will be the first 
between the two men, who have 
worked closely together in the past 
year to persuade the quarrelling 
factions in the Rhodesia dispute to 
settle their differences at the con- 
ference table. 

Officials said the Victoria Falla 
Bridge will be sealed off by troops 
early this morning before the con- 
ference begins, at 10 a.m. 

Zambian security troops will be 
posted on the Rhodesian side of the 
border, and Rhodesian security 
forces will take up positions on 
the Zambian side, they said.

or abroad, by corporate officers or 
their agents.” 

The letter was signed by Mr. Na- 
der, Democratic Senator Lee Mettalf 
of Montana, and Democratic Repre- 
sentatives Benjamin Rosenthal and 
Thomas Downey of New York and 
Toby Moffett of Connecticut.

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Costa Gomes refuses 
to oust Goncalves 


LISBON. — President Francisco da 
Costa. Gomes refused to oust Com- 
munist-backed Prime Minister Vasco 
Goncalves yesterday despite mount- 
ing pressure from moderate military 
leaders in Portugal's explosive poli- 
tical crisis. 

But he accepted a secondary de- 
mand by the moderates for the 
democratic election of a new 240- 
man military assembly in the ruling 
Armed Forces Movement (MFA). 
Military sources said the president 
also agreed to bring the moderates 
back into the official corridors of 
power by reinstating them in the 
influential Revolutionary Council of 
Officers. 

The president's move represented 
8 compromise between Communist 
hard-liners and moderates and ap- 
peared to be designed to buy time 
and head off the continuing threat 
of αὶ military coup. 

The president issued a vague and 
brief statement outlining his plan 
te defuse Portugal's explosive poli- 
tical crisis after an all-night meet- 
ing with the moderates and military 


Portuguese press seizes chance to 
escape from Communist control 


LISBON (Reuter). — Portugal's 
press, revelling in the collapse of 
political authority, has suddenly 
begun to cut loose from attempts 
to bring it under government or 
Communist control 

A few weeks ago, it seemed just 
a matter of time before Communist 
dominated workers’ committees ru- 
led supreme over all editorial con- 
tent, helped by a radically left- 
wing draft Press Law. 

This has allt changed with the 
latest surge of anti-Communist vio- 
lence and the erosion of military 
support for the pro-Communist gov- 
ernment. Sensing the new mood, 
journalists — some of them leftist 
— have resisted attempts by the 
pro-Communist Information Minis- 
ter, Commander Jorge Corceia Je- 
suino, to stop the full, dramatic 
details of the yawning split in the 
ruling Armed Forces Movement 
from coming into the open. 

Now it seems a free-for-all, with 
no quarter given. The cut-and- 
thrust of the struggle for political 
power is blazoned across the na- 
tion’s newspapers in unexpurgated 
detail 

The Communists, deprived of 
much of their military support, 
have lost control of the 800-strong 
Journalists' Union to an alliance of 
Socialists and Maoists. They find 
themselves no longer backed by the 
full authority of the Armed Forces 
Movement. 

The first statement by the new 


publicly supported a revolt by 30 
of the 54 journalists on Lisbon’s 
main newspaper, “Diario de Noti- 
cias,” who are trying to end its 
Communist leaning. 

Journalists on the state television 
complained publicly that Com- 
mander Jesuino was ordering them 
not to screen details of an anti. 
government manifesto drawn up by 
nine prominent moderate officers, 


even though it had already appeared 
in full in a Lisbon evening news- 
paper. When Commander Jesuino 
then asked newspapers to refrain 
from publishing a counter-manifesto 
by the extreme left-wing, the full 
text appeared 12 hours later in at 
least two Lisbon dailies. 

Portuguese journalists are also 
ignoring 2 military order to submit 
all reports about the war in Angola 
to censorship by the Fifth Division 
— the Communist-dominated In- 
formation and Pro) da service 
of the armed forces. The day after 
the order came into effect, the 
head of the Fifth Division, Captain 
Ramiro Correia, summoned editors 
to discuss its working. They told 
him bluntly they were against any 
form of prior censorship, and that 
accurate reporting of Angola would 
be better served by a greater flow 
of information from the military 
authorities. 

The Fifth Division quietly com- 
plied, and nothing more was heard 
of the matter. 

The fastest leaked confidential 
document was Commander Jesuino’s 
draft for a new Press Law to re- 
place more liberal legislation in- 
troduced only last February. It 
would set up an “gnalysis" com- 
mission of army officers, with power 
to fine publications up to 500,000 
escudos or suspend them for six 
months. 

Fines could be imposed if the 
commission believed a publication 
has distributed false, tendentious, 
manipulated or ‘“counter-revolu- 
tionary” news, or failed to alert the 
people to “great national tasks.” 

Journalists believe this would give 
the Division a free hand to supress 
virtually anything they wanted. The 
nine prominent moderate officers 
challenging Prime Minister Vasco 
Goncalves attacked the draft lew 
in their manifesto. They called it 
“a spearhead pointed at one last 
bastion of free press in our country.” 

More surprisingly it was also con- 


demned by front-page editorial state- 
ments in the Lisbon evening news- 
papers “Republica” and “Diario 
popular,” both of which are nor- 
mally pro-Communist. 

Workers’ committees, which have 
ousted various editors over the past 
year, base their power on a regime 
of heady grass-roots democracy with 
printers, messengers and copy-boys 
having an equal say with the 
journalists in editorial content. 
Communists became strong on these 
committees, invoking a claim to have 
been the prime opponent of the old 
right-wing regime overthrown in last 
year’s coup. 
~ The Communist influence on the 
news comes through clearly in some 
cases. Undesirable reports may be 
relegated to a tiny corner of an 
inside page, printed with depre- 
catory comments, or may be sup- 
pressed. 

The Lisbon morning newspaper 
“O Seculo” refused to print an ap- 
peal to the Portuguese nation from 
ex-President Antonio de Spinola, 
even though it had been issued as 
@ communique from the office of 
the president. Speeches by Premier 
Goncalves receive enthusiastic splash 
treatment on the other hand, and 
a large amount of space may be 
devoted to features praising life 
in the Soviet bloc. 

But the methods of the workers’ 
committees has also helped block 
attempts to make Communist con- 
trol absolute. Journalista belonging 
to the Socialists or various extreme- 
left groups fight a running battle 
in the newspapers day after day. 

“The Communist hold has never 
been absolute on any paper. One day 
they are on top, the next day some- 
one else," says an extreme left~ 
wing j 

Like the government, the fate of 
the press isin the balance, the out- 
come no doubt depending on the 
struggle for political power at the 
highest level among the soldiers 
and politicians,

Security 
measures also were ordered for 
rallies of the left-of-centre Popular 
Democrats in Espinho and Anadia 
jn the Aveiro district. 

The Communists said they would 
hold a major meeting in the south- 
eastern town of Evora. 

The president held his meeting 
with the moderates after the com- 
mander of the Central Military 
District, Brig. Franco Charais, who 
eupports them, ordered his troops 
on manoeuvres on Saturday. Re- 
ports circulated that the command- 
ers of other individual army units 
also were placing their troops in 
a state of readiness. 

Political sources said the presi- 
dent's latest shift would give Gon- 
calves a temporary breathing space, 
but doubted that the compromise 
would hold. 

Meanwhile, thousands of demons- 
trators attacked and burned down 
the offices of the Communist Party 
on the Portuguese Azores Island of 
Faial yesterday. Eyewitnesses said 
they seized guns left behind by 
Communists who fied from the 
building. Several people were hurt. 

The demonstration, by about 2,000 
people, was called in Horta, the 
main town of Faial, to demand a 
halt to disciplinary proceedings 
being taken against two policemen. 
The policemen had been accused 
of ‘distributing leaflets of the Azo- 
res Liberation Front (FLA), which 
wants the Azores to become inde- 
pendent from Portugal

Soviet Union ‘denies 
meddling in Lisbon 
MOSCOW {Reuter). — The Com- 
munist Party daily "Pravda" yester- 
day denied that the Soviet Union 
was interfering in Portugal's inter- 
nal affairs, but accused the West of 

doing 50. 

The denial followed statements by 
President Ford and other Western 
leaders that Soviet behaviour in 
Portugal would be a test of whether 
Moscow was keeping the pledges it 
made at Iast month's European Se- 
curity Conference. 

“If the principle of non-interfer- 
ence in internal affairs is being 
tested in Portugal, this is by no 
means the fault of the Soviet 
Union but the result of the feverish 
activity and intrigues of interna- 
tional reaction and imperialism,” 
“Pravda” said.

Algerian foreign trade hes almost 
tripled during the past four years, 
increasing from $§3,000m. to $8 bil- 
lion. The surge forward is even 
more spectacular when compared 
with the $1.6 billion in 1965. Im- 
ports are concentrated on machine 
tools, exports on oil. The biggest 
trading parters are the European 
Common Market countries, with 
France leading and West Germany 
Second. Algeria conducts about 15 
per cent of its foreign trade with 
the Communist countries of Europe 
and Asia and 105 per cent with 
North America. 

Trade with France has made a 
firm recovery from the stagnation 
which set in immediately after the 
exodus of the French settler com- 
munity, when Algeria became inde- 
pendent. The nationalization prog- 
Tamme of the early 1960s, which 
successively took over the settlers’ 
Jand and then medium-scale busi- 
ness, was extended to mining and 
oil distribution. In 1971 it reached 
its climax with the nationalization 
of the entire oil industry.

During the period since indepen- 
dence sales of farm produce to 
France have decreased with the ex- 
pansion of Algeria's domestic de- 
mand and sharp competition from 
Morocco, Spain and Tunisia in cit- 
rus. Wine has been cut back because 
of excessive production in France 
and the privileged treatment grant- 
ed by Common Market countries to 
Italian wine. ᾿

oll have increased. Sales of crude 
ofl have never reached the record 
1970 figure of 26.9 million tons. They 
fell to 8.9 million tons in 1971 (na- 
tionalization .year), and were only 
94 million tons in 1974. But, with 
83,500 tons of refined oil products, 
1,755 million cubic metres of liquid 
natural gas and 36.3 million tons of 
munerals, ofl accounted for 93.3 per 
cent of all Algerian sales to France 
last year. 

.The drop in French imports of Al- 
gerian ΟἹ during the first quarter 
of this year provoked cries of wlarm 
from Algiers which fears a big 
trading deficit with France for 1975, 

French oil firms retort that they 
have increased their import quotas 
put for trading reasons have not 
shipped al] this oil to France. Alge- 
ria signed contracts with French 
industrialists worth $1,000m. in 1974 
and is urging the French Govern- 
ment to review the entire range of 
its trade with Algerta and to in- 
erease its purchases of ofl and mi- 
nerals.

Oil and food inflation 
“vhipped up by Ford’s men’ 


By JOSEPH KRAFT 

WASHINGTON. — 
PRESIDENT GERALD FORD and 
his men, hooked on conservative 
ideology, strain every nerve in battle 
against a classic Inflation which 
doesn't exist. They do nothing to 
check — indeed they positively whip: 
up — an ofl and food inflation which 
does exist. 

So the consumer price index goes 
through the roof. Economic recovery 
is slowed and the American people 
are given yet another reason to mis- 
trust government. 

The classic inflation is caused by 
intense economic activity which 
allows business and workers to bid 
up costs for goods and services. Ford 
and his economic advisers are 
fighting that disease with a 
vengeance, at least partially 
because they seem to like the 
medicine. Thus the President has 
put a lid on government spending 
and advertised it in well-publicized 
vetos. The Federal Reserve Board is 
expanding the moncy supply at a 
slow rate. 

Unfortunately, intense economic 
activity is not the cause of the pre- 
sent inflation. With unemployment 
running at 8 per cent, the economy is 
operating well under capacity. All 
the tight budgetary and monetary 
policies accomplish now is a slow- 
down in economic recovery. 

The true agents of the present in- 
flation — and of the earlier inflation 
of 1978-74 — are food and ener; 
costs. The forces symbolized by 
Arab oil boycott and the Russian 

__ wheat deal account for 60 per cent of 
the run-up to double-digit inflation in 
1978-74. |, Pat ὲ 

Similarly with the present rise in 
the consumer price index to the 14.4 
annual rate, announced last Thurs- 
day. Without the rises in gagoline 
and food costs, the figure would sure- 
ly have been well below 10 per cent.

The centrepiece of Ford's energy 
programme is decontrol of of! prices. 
He intends to let price controls on oil 
lapse at the end of this month. That 
in itself will assure some further rise 
in the consumer price index. As part 
of his strategy for achieving price 
decontrol, moreover, Ford has 
applied a $2-per-barrel tariff on im- 
ported oil. That levy is due to be 
scrapped with decontrol, but it may 
be applied later to curtail oil con- 
sumption. 


Unfortunately the oil-exporting 
countries grouped in the OPEC 
cartel know how to read. They can 
only read the ups and downs of the 
import levy one way — as an invita- 
tlon to raise their own prices by $2- 
per-barrel. Thus, courtesy of the 
Ford Administration we are virtual- 
ly sure to get another increase in the 
cost of gasoline when the OPEC 
nations meet in Vienna next month. 

As to food, the huge American 
harvest this year should have cur- 
tailed prices. That hope disappeared 
when it became known that a 
drought in Russia combined with 
high demand elsewhere to create a 
worldwide shortage of grain. 

But the Ford Administration re- 
jected the idea of protecting the 
American consumer by holding 
down prices here while raising them 
to foreigners. On the contrary it has 
been encouraging foreign buyers to 
come into the American market and 
bid up grain prices. 

Barly this year American traders 
were allowed t6'sell 10 milion tons of” 
wheat to the Russians. A hold on 
these sales has now been applied. 
But Ford has assured the Russians 
there wil] be more grain for them in 
September. And Agriculture 
Secretary Ear! Butz, by such devices 
as telling the East European nations 
to come into the American market to 
buy grain here, has been practically 
coaching the Russians on how to

maximize their grain purchases in 
this country. 

I do not think runaway inflation is 
about to begin. Even though cost-of- 
living increases are bound to 
stimulate big wage demands, heavy 
unemployment will act as a brake. 
Still the latest rise in the consumer 
price index will give the Ford Ad- 
ministration an excuse for con- 
tinuing with its restrictive monetary 
and fiscal policies — thus only 
further slowing down recovery. 

Worse still is the impact on the 
national mood. Inflation is the 
problem which most bothers most 
people. We have the right to expect 
government to help, not hurt, in deal- 
ing with the problem. But the spec- 
tacle of incompetence and ineptitude 
provided by the Ford Administration 
only serves to turn people off govern- 
ment, politics, Washington and ‘‘all 
that jazz."

Few secrets 


are safe from 


the spies 
in the skies 


NEW DELAI. — 
HUNDREDS of “eyes” are scanning 
the earth every minute from space. 
They do not belong to beings from 
another planet but to satellites sent 
up by man himself to spy on his 
neighbours. 

The two superpowers — the 
United States and the Soviet Union — 
are spying on each other from space 
as much as at the height of the cold 
war despite all the talk of detente 
and warmer relations. 

Neither country can hoid 
manoeuvres, test new missiles, 
launch a ship or transfer arms to 
another country without the other 
knowing about it almost immediate- 
ly: The spy satellites first proved 
their worth in the Cuban missile 
erfsis in 1962. And they have grown 
vastly sophisticated since then. 

Only three things are yet beyond 
the reach of these super-spies: deep 
underground nuclear tests, nuclear 
submarines, and laboratory ex- 
periments. Submarines will however 
not be able to continue their under- 
cover activities “for jong. Laser 
beams are soon likely to pinpoint 
their presence by detecting the 
water displacement caused by therm. 

The Russians outnumber the 
Americans seven to one in this 
game. The USSR has placed an 
average 30 spy satellites in orbit an- 
nually over the past five years while 
the U.S. number is around four. At 
the moment the Russians are believ- 
ed to have about 200 such silent sen- 
tinels patrolling the skies while the 
U.S. has close to 30. 

The Russian satellites, however, 
have short life spans of about two 
weeks each, while their American 
counterparts stay up to two years in 
orbit and carry far more 
sophisticated equipment. Though 
they are on essentially the same 
function, the satellites of the two 
superpowers employ different 
techniques. 

A Russian satellite returns intact 
to earth after its two weeks’ trip so 
that its booty of photos and other 
data can be recovered. But they do 
not always seem to respond to 
ground signals, and there is a cons- 
tant danger of one landing outside 
the country's borders. 

Because of this nearly all Soviet 
space spies are believed to carry a 
suicidal explosive charge. In April 
last year, for example, Cosmos 554 
was blown to bits after it ignored lan- 
ding instructions,

LONDON (Ofns). — 
THE ZAMBESI RIVER marks 
the frontier between indepen- 
dent black Africa and the rem- 
nants of white-ruled Africa. This 
gives a symbolic significance to 
the choice of a neutral point on 
this frontier — a bridge high 
above the Victoria Falla — for 
talks to find a peaceful settle- 
ment to the 10-year-old Rhode- 
sian conflict. 

When the surge to African in- 
dependence reached itz apogee 
in the early 1960s it carried all 
before it until it reached the 
banks of the Zambesi. At that 
point the then powerfully- 
entrenched white regimes of 
colonial Portugal, Rhodesia and 
South Africa were strong enough 
to prevent the completion of 
what the Africans have come to 
call their ‘‘Unfinished 
Revolution.” : 

With the collapse of the old 
Portuguese colonial system in 
April 1974, the road was opened 
for the completion of the revolu- 
tion, with Rhodesia as the next 


target. 

While the Rhodesian leader, 
Ian Smith, remained adamantly 
opposed to a further breach in 
the dyke of embattled white- 
ruled Southern Africa, the 
dangers of violence 
were quickly perceived by South 
Africa's Prime Minister, John 
Vorster. He understood that 
white Rhodesia could only be 
saved, if at all, by the total com- 
mitment of South Africa to its 
cause. But to do this would in- 
evitably draw the apartheid 
Republic into a violent conflict 
with the rest of the continent and 
the further risks of international 
involvement. : 


VORSTER'S recognition of this 
danger brought him into 
negotiations with Rhodesia's 
northern neighbour on the 
Zambesi, President Kenneth 
Kaunda of Zambia. These two 
leaders have remained in close 
and continuous contact since Oc- 
tober 1974. This understanding 
between the two former enemies 
“brought about the agreement for 
this week's conference between 
the Smith regime and the black 
Rhodesians headed by Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa’s African 
National Council (ANC). 

But the chances of the con- 
ference succeeding are slim. 
The only hope, in fact, rests on 
the continuing pressures that 
can be exercised by Kaunda on 
the black Rhodesians and by 
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Council, begin today.
